For along time, the new Laboratory 
building lias remained in a half-finish- 
ed comlilioti, Owing* tO a lack of the 
funds necessary to OOmplete it, :iml 

the des c rip t io n of the building -which 
we, long ago- promised our readers, 
has necessarily remained unwritten. 
The laboratory being now ready for 
occupancy, the junior class in chemis- 
try will take possession of it on tfon- 

ihty, and it accordingly devolves upon 
us to fulfill the promise made ho loner 
ago, ami describe the building. The 

now structure is an acquisition, of 

which every lover of the college uuiv 
feel proud, and there is not B little 

pleasure in ^ivino; a description of a 
building which adds so much to the 
beauties of Kendall Green, and pro- 
mises to be the means of enabling the 

College to widen its sphere of useful- 
ness, and to offer lo the deaf youth of 

the country advantages second to those 

offered by no other Colli 

The new building stands nortbea I 
of the college building, and north of 
the shop building, from which 'latter 
it, is separated by the width of a road. 
The building is of a decidedly modern 
style of architect are, and its unusually 
numerous straight lines .and massive 

porch give it .in appearance of solidity 
and stability, which is relieved by the 

doping roof. The material is 
brick, with terra ■colla trimmings. 

The building is four stories high, in- 
cluding the basement and high attic. 

The entrance is on the west, on the 

basement floor. From the entrance
